Elect  Belanger, 
Vote  Constitution 

\  Two  years  of  negotiations  ended 
i yesterday  as  the  .Massachusetts 
Federation  of  Labor  and  the  state 
CIO  emrged  into  one  union  of 
400,000  members,  to  be  called  the 
Massachusetts  State  Labor  Coun 
cil,  AFL-CIO. 

Fourteen  hundred  delegate 
passed  the  merger  resolution 
unanimously  at  a  morning  session 
at  the  Hotel  Bradford. 

That  action  came  eight  min- 
utes after  the  convention  was 
called  to  order  by  R.  J.  Thomas, 
assistant  to  George  Meaney, 
president  of  the  AFL-CIO. 

NEW  CONSTITUTION 

Delegates  also  approved  a  new 
constitution  in  short  order.  It  is 
subject  to  ratification  by  the  na- 
tional union. 

J.  William  Belanger  of  West 
Roxbury,  president  of  the  state 
CIO  for  the  last  10  years,  will  head 
the  new  union.  John  A.  Callahan, 
AFL  president,  and  Salvatore 
Camelio,  CIO  rubber  workers 
union  executive,  were  elected  vice 
presidents.  Kenneth  J.  Kelley, 
AFL  secretary-treasurer,  was 
named  to  that  post  in  the  com- 
bined AFL-CIO. 

The  joint  meeting  at  the  Brad- 
ford followed  individual  conven- 
tions of  the  two  unions. 

HAILED  BY  SALERNO 

Joseph  Salerno,  a  top  CIO 
leader,  hailed  the  merger  as 
"one  of  the  most  important 
events  in  the  history  of  labor  in 
this  state." 

He  predicted  that  the  union  will 
bring  "less  strikes,  more  indus- 
trial planning  and  less  juris- 
dictional disputes. 

"Greater  participation  by 
labor  in  the  affairs  of  industry 
will  result  in  greater  production, 
better  business,  better  profits 
and  a  better  standard  of  living 
for  all  people,"  Salerno  said. 

James  Broyer  was  named 
legislative  agent  for  the  union. 
Department  heads  named  were 
Joseph  Cass,  committee  on  poli- 
tical education;  Frank  Lavigne, 
education  and  research,  and 
Gerald  Kable,  publicity  and 
public  relations. 
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State  Labor  Group 
Split  on  Sales  Tax 

The  resolutions  committee  of  the  State  Federation 
of  Labor  was  expected  to  touch  off  a  major  fight  at  the 
organization's  72d — and  last — annual  convention  today 
by  coming  out  against  a  limited 
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sales  tax  for  Massachusetts. 

By  so  doing,  they  would  run 
counter  to  the  wishes  of  six 
key  unions,  representing  about 
35,000  workers,  which  won  an 
initial  victory  by  inducing  the 
800  delegates  to  consider  a 
resolution  favoring  the  levy. 

This  was  the  first%  time  that 
the  Federation,  historic  foe  of 
a  sales  tax,  has  ever  shown  any 
willingness  to  support  this  type 
of  revenue  measure. 

The  resolutions  committee, 
in  its  report  to  the  delegates, 
was  expected  to  announce  that 
it  agreed  unanimously  with  the 
stand  of  the  Federation's  execu- 
tive council  in  opposition  to  the 
tax. 

HOLD  HIGH  HOPES 

The  action  would  come  as  no 
surprise  to  those  attending  the 
convention  sessions  at  the 
Hotel  Somerset. 

Despite  this,  proponents  of 
the  sales  tax  resolution  held 
high  hopes  of  winning  conven- 
tion approval.  In  addition  to 
the  six  union  who  have  come 
out  flatly  in  favor  of  it,  leaders 
of  several  other  powerful  labor 
groups  have  signified  that  they 
will  vote  for  it  when  it  reaches 
the  floor  for  debate. 

Pro-sales  tax  forces  showed 
considerable  strength  when  the 
delegates  voted  overwhelmingly 
to  place  the  approving  resolu- 
tion on  today's. agenda. 

They  thus  overturned  a  by- 
law prohibiting  consideration  of 
any  resolution  filed  with  the  re- 


solutions committee  less  than  30 
days  prior  to  the  convention's 
opening. 

BIGGEST  ISSUE   v 

The  temper  of  the  executive 
council  was  shown  when  Ken- 
neth J.  Kelly,  secretary-treas- 
urer of  the  Federation,  read  the 
pro-sales  tax  resolution  from 
the  rostrum  but  dad  not  oppose 
the  vote  which  followed. 

He  also  read  the  anti-tax  re- 
solution submitted  by  the  exec- 
utive council,  and  urged  that  it 
be  passed. 

The  sales  tax  issue  over- 
shadowed even  the  impending 
merger  of  the  state  branches  of 
the  AFL  and  the  CIO,  but  the 
delegates  were  scheduled  to 
take  action  today  on  the  pro- 
posed constitution  of  the  new 
organization. 
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nmmering  issues 
Fog  Unions'  Try 
At  Bay  State  Unity

Out  of  the  newly  formed 
Massachusetts  State  Labor 
Council,  AFL-CIO,  the  most 
important  immediate  advantage 
to  organized  labor  in  the  Bay 
State  will  be  that  it  speaks  with 
a  single  official  voice  on  Beacon 
Hill.  v 

J.  William  Belanger,  first 
president  of  the  new  organiza- 
tion which  results  from  the 
merger  Dec.  6  of  the  State 
Federation  of  Labor  and  state 
CIO,  took  note  of  this  in  his 
inaugural    talk. 

This  union,  he  stated,  will 
result  in  a  more  powerful  voice 
in  both  state  and  community 
affairs  by  organised  labor. 

But  Mr.  Belanger's  optimism 
was  in  sharp  contrast  to  the 
bitter  wrangling  within  the 
now  -  defunct  Massachusetts 
Federation  of  Labor  during  its 
three-day  convention,  when  a 
strong  minority  group  attempted 
to  obtain  backing  of  a  limited 
sales  tax. 

Vote  'Rigging'  Charged 

The  attempt  was  roundly 
beaten  back  late  Friday  after- 
noon, when  the  convention  voted 
624  to  106  against  the  sales  tax, 
and  thereby  endorsed  the  fed- 
eration's traditional  strong  stand 
against  any  kind  of  sales  tax. 

Some  of  the  strength  of  this 
reaffirmation  of  federation  senti- 
ment opposing  the  sales  tax, 
however,  was  dimmed  by  the 
circumstances  of  the  vote. 
Stephen  McCloskey,  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Boston  Central 
Labor  Union  charged  that  the 
vote  was  "rigged,"  and  that  it 
was  held  in  a  small  basement 
hall  of  the  Somerset  Hotel  that 
could  contain  only  250  people, 
and  not  the  750  supposed  to 
have  voted. 

The  situation  was  further  ag- 
gravated by  the  refusal  of  John 
A.  Callahan,  former  president  of 
the  federation  and  now  executive 
vice-president  of  the  State  La- 
bor Council,  to  admit  a  roll-call 
motion  demanded  by  Louis 
Govoni  of  the  Hotel  and  Restau- 
rant Workers  Union. 

Whatever    the    merits   of    Mr. 


McCloskey's  charges  of  a  rigged 
vote  on  the  sales  tax  question, 
the  bitterness  of  the  fallout  over 
it  by  a  sizable  and  strong  portion 
of  the  former  MFL  membership 
belies  Mr.  Belanger's  hopes  for  a 
single  voice  speaking  for  labor 
on  Beacon  Hill. 

Another  dispute,  only  partially 
resolved  at  the  MFL  convention 
prior  to  Saturday's  merger,  in- 
dicates what  may  be  an  even 
large  and  more  troublesome 
area  of  disagreement  between 
the  constitutionally  unified 
bodies. 

Amendment  Effect  Debated 

Continuance  of  jurisdictional 
rights  by  the  members  of  the 
building  and  construction  trades 
unions  was  a  difficulty  which 
erupted  several  times  during  the 
MFL  convention,  until  the  trades 
unions  finally  pushed  through  a 
resolution  amending  the  new 
constitution. 

The  vaguely  worded  amend- 
ment to  the  preamble  of  the  con- 
stitution cites  as  a  "condition  of 
merger"  that  jurisdiction  of  the 
building  trades  must  be  "fully 
recognized  and  respected"  by  the 
merged  organization,  and  that 
contracts  with  industry  held  by 
the  trades  unions  shall  not  be 
"assaulted  or  harassed." 

Legal  opinion  within  the  or- 
ganization is  that  the  amend- 
ment provides  little  if  any  pro- 
tection for  the  trades  unions,  and 
that  in  any  case  it  is  not  likely 
to  be  acceptable  to  the  parent 
national  AFL-CIO,  which  has 
ruled  that  state  organizations 
have  no  authority  to  settle  juris- 
dictional disputes.

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Hotel  Strike  Threat  Overhangs 
Mass.  Labor  Federation  Talks

Delegates  to  the  Massachu- 
setts  Federation  of  Labor  con- 
vention will  have  to  move  into 
high  gear  at  today's  session  if 
they're  to  be  ready  for  tomor- 
row's merger  meeting  with 
the  State  C.I.Q.  Council. 

When  the  delegates  ad- 
journed at  Hotel  Somerset  yes- 
terday afternoon,  four  major 
issues  were  left  unresolved: 

They  had  not  ironed  out  the 
sales  tax  dispute. 

They  had  not  ratified  the 
merger  constitution. 

They  had  not  settled  juris- 
diptional  demands  of  the  build- 
ing trades. 

They  Tiad  not  elected  officers. 

Nomination  of  officers  went 
off  as  scheduled  with  only  two 
vice  president  seats  being  con- 
tested. Several  resolutions 
were  adopted. 

But  an  uproar  over  sales  tax 
resolutions  consumed  much 
time  during  the  afternoon 
meeting.  And  the  possibility  of 
a  hotel  strike  was  becoming 
increasingly  strong. 

A  motion  to  defer  action  on 
the  sales  tax  until  today 
passed  the  morning  meeting. 
When  the  delegates  returned 
in  the  afternoon,  a  second  mo- 
tion was  made  for  reconsid- 
eration. This  touched  off  the 
squabble. 

Frank  Bolk  of  Gardner,  Lo- 
cal 431  of  the  paper,  makers' 
union,  asked  for  reconsidera- 
tion after  secretary-treasurer 
Kenneth  J.  Kelloy  had  been 
ruled  out  of  order  on  a  similar 
plea.  Kelley  was  absent  when 
the  postponement  motion  was 
carried  and  declared  ineligible 
to  call  for  reconsideration.

A  technical  point 
was  raised  and  the  question 
was  put  to  the  body  which 
voted  to  lay  the  matter  on  the 
table  until  this  morning.

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Filed  Made  Law^ 

ORE  than  2,900  bills  have  been  filed  for  consid- 
eration by  the  Legislature  during  the  1959 
session.    Several  hundred  more  will  be  ad- 
mitted later  under  suspension  of  rules.  .  ;., 

This  year's  total  is  less  than 
the  number  of  bills  filed  in  the 
past  two  years  —  a  fact  of  no 
great  significance  but  one  which 
provoked  various  rumors  in  the 
legislative  corridors. 

One  rumor  was  that  the 
Democratic  leaders  had  instruct- 
ed their  members  to  make  them- 
selves less  available  to  citizens 
who  wanted  to  submit  bills.  (A 
legislator's  signature  is  required 
on  all  petitions.) 

There  were  fewer  legislators  than  usual  around 
the  offices  of  the  House  and  Senate  clerks  during  the 
last  few  days  before  the  filing  deadline.  And  the  final 
hours  were  less  hectic  than  in  recent  years. 
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But  the  rumor  was  just  a  ru- 
mor, Some  bill-filers  had  diffi- 
culty finding  the  legislators  they 
.  wanted  but  there  was  no  con- 
spiracy to  restrict  the  constitu- 
tional right  of  free  petition. 

Sen.  John  E.  Powers,  who  will 
be  the  new  president  of  the 
Senate,  and  House  Speaker  John 
F.  Thompson  did  caution  Demo- 
cratic legislators  about  filing 
perennial  bills  and  those  involv- 
'  ing  big  expenditures.  But  there 
were  no  orders  to  refuse  to  sign 
,  petitions  submitted  by  constitu- 
ents. 

The   large    number   of   bills 

1     filed,  although  less  than  in  the 

past  two  years,  has  precipitated 

the  annuid  agitation  for  reform 

;     of  our  legislative  system  to  cut 

down  the  length  of  sessions. 

There  is  a  relationship  be- 
tween the  number  of  bills  and 
the  length  of  sessions  but  it  is 
very  slight.  Legislatures  which 
sat  only  six  months  have  had 
approximately  the  same  work 
load  as  others  which  kept  going 
into  the  fall. 

Another  misconception  is  that 
most  of  the  bills  filed  are  use- 
less or  worse,  and  that  only  a 
small  fraction  of  them  ever  be- 
come law. 

Actually  a  surprisingly  large 
percentage  of  measures  submit- 
ted to  the  Legislature  are  enact- 
,   ed  every  year. 

Last  session,  842  acts  and  re- 
solves were  approved  by  the 
General  Court  and  signed  by  the 
governor.  The  total  was  932  in 
1957,  904  in  1956,  933  in  1955, 
•    and  813  in  1954. 

I 
About    4,000   measures    were 


considered  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature, which  means  that  about 
20  per  cent  of  them  were  adopt- 
ed. The  percentage  of  enact- 
ments was  approximately  the 
same  in  the  other  years. 

It  is  true  that  many  of  the. . . 
bills   introduced   every   session    : 
are  perennials  which  have  no      *• 
chance    of    adoption.    They    in- 
crease the  burden  on  the  legis-.  '_ 
lative  clerks  and  they  cost 
money   to   print,   but   they   are 
not  the  cause  of  marathon 
sessions. 

Sessions  are  prolonged  by  a 
small  number  of  controversial 
issues  and  political  jockeying, 
not  by  the  hundreds  of  routine  . ' 
bills  which  are  disposed  of  In 
a  routine  way. 

Various    reforms    to    shorten 
legislative  sessions  are  now  be-    / 
ing  studied  on  Beacon  Hill.    .      ~\ 

Under  one  proposal,  a  bill  re- 
jected during  the  first  year  of 
the  two-year  session  Would  be 
barred  from  consideration  the  . 
second  year  except  under  sus- 
pension of  rules. 

There  is  considerable  doubt 
that  such  a  rule  would  be  ef- 
fective. 

It  would  take  weeks,  if  not    ; 
.months,  to  sort  out  and  check    '1, 
bills  to  determine  whether  they 
had    been   previously   rejected.    ?. 
And    the   authors   of   perennial    ; 
bills,    particularly   1  e  gislators, 
would  find  it  easy  to  change  a 
measure  sufficiently  to  qualify 
it  for  admission  under  the  pro-  i 
posed  rule. 

The  one  sure  way  to  shorten 
legislative  sessions   is   to  stop 
talking  about  t!ne  perennials  andV 
force  a  quick  showdown  on  the   ""       ! 
controversial  issues.

The  Massachusetts  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  and  the  State 
2Congress  of  Industrial  Coun- 
cil merged  today  at  the  Hotel 
Bradford  with  a  unanimous 
vote  of  1500  delegates. 

The  new  body  will  be 
known  as  the  Massachusetts 
State  Labor  Council,  A.F.L. - 
C.I.O.,  and  will  represent 
close  tto  600,000  workers. 

J.  William  Belanger,  pres- 
ident of  the  new  group,  told 
the  delegates  that  "along  with 
a  greater  responsibility  the 
new  organization  would  have 
greater  opportunities  to  solve 
Massachusetts  problems  since 
they  now  represent  close  to 
600,000   workers. 

"This  gives  us  a  stronger 
voice.  .  .  .  We  must  be  mind- 
ful of  the  economic  needs  of 
the  state  and  he  prepared  to 
contribute  to  improving  this 
condition.  .  .  .  What  is  good 
for  the  Commonwealth  is 
good  for  use,"  he  said. 

"We  should  not  just  take 
an  attitude  of  dejection  and 
despair,  but  approach  the 
future  with  confidence.  The 
merger  will  justify  this  hope 
and   confidence.

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ASHINGTON  —  The  biggest  scandal  in  Wash- 
ington  never  emerges  above  the  surface  to 
make  the  headlines. 

The  federal  laws  forbidding 
labor  unions  and  corporations 
from  making  political  campaign 
contributions  are  being  constant- 
ly violated. 

Although  the  present  law 
has  been  on  the  statute  books  for 
eleven  years,  there  have  been 
only  four  prosecutions  by  the 
Department  of  Justice. 

Due  to  technicalities,  it  has 
failed   to   get   any   convictions. 

The  New  York  Herald 
Tribune  on  Wednesday  of  this  ' 

week  published  a  brief  dispatch  from  Washington 
which  said: 

In  a  pamphlet  analyzing  the 
status  of  the  present  law  and 
court  decisions,  a  prominent 
law  firm  here,  Gall,  Lane  & 
Howe,  states  the  following 
conclusions: 

"The  statute  has  been  so  re- 
written by  the  Supreme  Court 
—primarily  out  of  constitutional 
considerations— that  it  is  now 
difficult  to  identify  the  former 
statute  with  the  present  law. 

"As  to  particular  union  polit- 
ical activities  and  the  expen- 
ditures therefor,  the  law  now 
appears  to  be: 

"Union  'contributions'  of  gen- 
eral union  funds  directly  to  can- 
didates for  federal  office  or  their 
political  committees  are  f<«rbid- 
den. 

"It  is  a  violation  for  a  union 
to  'expend'  union  funds  for  com- 
mercial television  broadcasts  or 
other  political  activities  with  the 
intent  to  influence  the  general 
electorate  in  federal  elections. 

"General  union  funds  made 
available  to  union  political  ac- 
tion committees  such  as  C.  0. 
P.  E.  may  be  illegally  'expended' 
or  'contributed'  if  the  funds  have 
been  involuntarily  exacted  from 
union  members." 

Isn't  it  a  basic  "civil  right" 
for  the  nation  to  bcassured  that 
elections  are  honestly  conducted? 

How  can  Americans  criticize 
the  lawless  methods  of  the  So- 
viets when  in  this  country  cor- 
ruption is  countenanced  in  the 
very  selection  of  members  to  the 
nation's  top  legislative  body? 

It's  a  question  to  which  C* 
answer  is  simple— politics  arid 
expediency.

When  the  four  cases  involving 
prosecutions  for  violation  of 
the  federal  law  were  tried,  the 
Supreme  Court  did  not  clarify 
the  constitutional  issues.

WHEREAS :  Under  a  mandate  stipulated  at  a  merger  of  two 
great  organizations,  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  and  the

MiSRGER  IN  BAY  STATE 

a 
MResolved:  That  this  Joint  Convention  does  herby  adopt 

this  constitution,  with  the  understanding  that  it  is  subject 

to  final  approval  by  the  National  President  of  the  AFL-CIO,- 

and  be  it  further 

"Resolved:  that  once  it  has  been  appro1  ed,  representatives 
of  both  organizations  shall  lend  their  talents  jointly  to  build, 
through  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council,  a  bigger  and  more 
respected  labor  organization  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
to  carry  out  the  policies  and  the  programs  enunciated  in  the 
applied  constitution." 

The  words  had  poured  through  the  amplifiers  in  the  main 
ballroom  of  the  Hotel  Bradford  in  Boston  to  reach  everyone  of 
the  fourteen  hundred  delr  gates  assembled  there  on  the  morning 
of  December  6,  1958  —  then,  seconds  after  R.  J.  Thomas,  Assistant 
to  AFL-CIO  President  George  lfeany,  moved  for  adoption,  fourteen 
hundred  voiced  roared  approval  and  two  great  organizations 
became  one  to  make  Massachusetts  the  43rd  state  to  complete 
merger. 

J.  William  Belanger,  president  of  the  defunct  CIO  state 
body,  was  elected  to  head  the  merged  organization.   Kenneth  J. 
Kelley,  secretary-treasurer  of  the  former  state  AFL,  was  elected 
to  the  same  post  in  the  new  body. 

For  the  two  offices  of  executive  vice  president,  Salvatore 
Camelio,  secretary-treasurer  of  the  old  CIO,  and  John  Callahan, 
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Massachusetts  Merger         2 

preside  t  of  tho  ol  •  APL,  were  chosen. 

The  merger  ended  nearly  three  years  o"  negotiations  and 
created  an  organization  that  will  speak  for  approximately 
600,000  organized  workers. 

J.  ?/illiam  3e lander,  in  his  acceptance  spsech,  paid 
tribute  to  the  ofricials  of  both  organizations  who  served  with 
him  on  the  Merger  Committee. 

"That  Committee  net  many  times  during  the  past  several 
months,"  he  said,  "and  spent  many  long  hours  in  the  discussions 
that  led  to  the  merger  agreement.   There  were  disagreements,  of 
course  —  it  could  not  very  well  be  expected  that  there  would 
be  none. 

"But  we  all  had  faith  in  our  objective.   We  were  all  loyal 
to  the  ideals  of  our  respective  organizations.   And  there  was  a 
general  understanding  of  the  difficult,  practical  matters  on 
which  we  had  to  find  agreement." 

He  pointed  out  that  the  combined  strength  achieved  ^hrough 
merger  would  make  it  possible  for  labor  to  make  its  voice  hoard 
more  clearly  in  its  demands  for  improvements  at  the  state  level, 

"But  while  we  interest  ourselves  in  the  problems  that 
directly  affect  labor,"  he  added,  "let  us  be  mindful  of  our 
duty  to  the  state  as  a  whole  .  •  .  Let  us  show  the  people  that 
this  movement  —  this  great  organization  --is  dedicated  to  the 
good  of  all  the  state,  to  the  good  of  all  the  citizens  of  our 
great  Commonwealth." 

Thirty-one  vice  presidents,  seventeen  from  the  APL  and 
fourteen  from  tho  CIO,  were  elected  to  complete  the  35-man 
executive  council  stipulated  in  the  new  constitution.

MASSACHUSETTS  AFL  AND  CIO  MERGE 

Boston--AFL  and  CIO  became  one  in  Massachusetts  as  1,300  delegates 
representing  600,000  workers  unanimously  ratified  a  merger  agreement  making 
the  Bay  State  the  43rd  in  the  union  to  unite. 

The  delegates  named  J„  William  Belanger,  president  of  the  former 
Massachusetts  CIO,  as  president  of  the  united  organization,  and  Kenneth 
J.  Kelley,  secretary-treasurer  of  the  former  state  AFL,  to  the  same  post 
in  the  new  federation--the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council,  AFL-CIO. 

Rcjo  Thomas,  administrative  assistant  to  George  Meany,  AFL-CIO  president- 
presented  the  AFL-CIO  charter  to  the  new  officers 0      He  described  the  charter 
as  a  symbol  "of  the  dawn  of  a  new  day  in  labor  in  Massachusetts." 

Thomas  told  the  delegates  that  merger  "is  good"  because  unions  were 
not  built  to  provide  jobs  for  leaders,  but  rather  to  advance  the  cause  of 
better  hours,  wages  and  working  conditions  for  working  men  and  women. 

Urging  the  new  federation  to  work  in  harmony,  Thomas  predicted  a 
"great  future  for  all  of  labor  if  we  work  shoulder  to  shoulder." 

John  Ae  Callahan,  AFL  president,  and  Salvatore  Camelio,  CIO  secretary- 
treasurer,  were  named  executive  vice  presidents  of  the  new  council. 

The  following  department  directors  were  elected?  Committee  on  Political 
Education,  Joseph  Cass;  Education  and  Research,  Francis  An  Lavignej 
Legislative,  James  A.  Broyer;  Publications  and  Public  Relations,  Gerard 
Kable. 

-Al  Clifton,  CIO  legislative  agent,  was  named  general  assistant  to  the 
four  departments. 

The  merger  agreements  reached  by  the  unity  committees  of  the  two 
organizations  were  ratified  at  separate  AFL  and  CIO  conventions  preceding 
the  joint  convention  on  Dec  6. 

Hugh  Thompson,  AFL-CIO  regional  director  in  New  England,  said  that  with 
labor  unity  in  the  state  there  will  be  "no  more  running  by  the  politicans 
to  one  side  or  the  other,"  no  more  "making  deals  here  and  making  deals 
there."   He  said  there  will  be  "only  one  side»-that  of  the  united  Mass- 
achusetts labor  movement." 

Under  the  terms  of  the  merger  agreement,  31  vice  presidents  and  the 
four  general  officers  will  comprise  the  council.   Named  vice  presidents
